Her speech to the Society of Education 
Officers la.it weekend (page G) can only 
have damaged her political reputation 
and cust doubt on whether she has the 
weight necessary to get her wny in 
Cabinet. This disastrous back-tracking 
follows her failure to get u revision of 
educational maintenance allowances ns 
part of the Government’s package for 16- 
19 — and indeed, the severe defeat she has 
suffered within the Government on an 
educational programme of sufficient sub- 
stance to balance the Holland plnn. Even 
her friends concede that she has not 
fought very hard for this ; her more mali- 
cious critics suggest that, by comparison, 
Fred Mullcy is beginning to look like a 
doughty champion for education and the 
education budget. 

Mrs Williams’s political metal is now 
being tesLed as il. has not been tested be- 
fore. To be realistic, she lias to be firmly 
revisionist ami offend the traditional pro- 
gressives inside the Government no less 
than outside. Mr Callaghan's appraisal 
of the politics of the Great Debate is 
probably correct. If so, lie und his Secre- 
tury of State for Education had butter 
grasp their stinging nettles now. 

If they do not, Mrs Williams is going 
to find herself edged out on to a limb. 
She has nntugnniv.ed tho teachers’ unions, 
ignored the l.e.u.s (who, anyway, hHvc no 
money t, and nffendecl the progressives 
without, generating any solid support for 
Labour's pusillanimous right which would 
never have chosen this issue to right on.

There is a sense in which educa- 
tion is inevitably a political mailer. 
So much must now be clear, if 
nothing else, from the great Educa- 
tion Debate, which arose in a 
wholly political context. 

Yet we aro often enjoined tn 
keep politics out of education ; and 
it is certainly true that tho specta- 
cle of vast educational changes, 
even tntnl revcrsnls of policy, 
promised as a part of some party 
political package is depressing, and 
ightly thought to amount to child- 
sacrifice. So it is necessary to dist- 
aguish In what sense education 
must be political. 

A major cause of the undesirable 
link between education and party 
poliLics Inis been (lie recent concen- 
tration on equality, un ideal which, 
in slogan Form, has come to 
dominate the thinking of the left. 
This has meant that almost all the 
educational controversies ill the 
last 20 years have been about the 
distribution of education, to whom 
it should be given, for how long, 
nnd in what way the distribution 
can be fair and equal. More funda- 
mental educational questions have 
been neglected, except by experts. 

It is now time for people, all of 
them, to give their mind to finding 
the answers. The crucial question, 
it seems now to be agreed, is not 
how to organize education, but 
wliiit to leach. It is lime to accept 
the fact that comprehensive schools 
are what we have got. Hint they 
can be excellent both educationally 
and from the standpoint of social 
lice, but they will be good only 
if what is taught jn them is worth 
teaching nnd learning. 

But what is worth Icarniiq 
When it comes to answering 
fundamental question, there are two 
ways in which the notion of equa- 
lity tends over and over again to 
dominate the scene, and llius to 
reduce the discussion ia one which 
is nurrawly political.

The various kinds of work experience 
involve setting up a regional network of 
Manpower Services Commission offices and 
area committees, representing local authori- 
ties, employers and unions and other com- 
munity and youth interests who will share' 
in the management oE the programme as a 
whole. ■ 

The commission has at present only the 
slenderest presence in' the regions through 
six teams which run iLs current limited 
work experience scheme. It operates in the 
field mainly through its two separate agen- 
cies, the Training Services Agency and tile 
Employ mem Services Agency and through 
area job creation programme committees. 
The commission had been hoping that 
the now programme would provide 
another argument for having its own 


regional directors m coordinate both the 
work of its agencies and other manpower- 
activities throughout the country. 

Whatever the scope of the new regional 
organization, the earliest date by which 
staff can be appointed and deployed is 
next January. Some kinds of work experi- 
ence will begin then, but the programme 
will not become fully operational until the 
following September. 

The timing of the Special Temporary 
Employment Programme (STEP; for young 
adults, a new scheme to replace the job 
" e ® t, ® n programme, is not Itself linked 
with the schpol- leaver programme. But an 
allied plan to find jobs for 8,000 adults 
mainly unemployed uncler-25s, as work ex- 
perience instructors and supervisors. clearly. ■ 

No decision has yci been taken as to who 
will head the entire programme, but among 
those being considered is Mr Geoffrey Hol- 
land, the MSC’s head of planning, who was 
chairman of the working party which pro- 
duced the school leaver proposals.

Mother tongue right for migrants

BRUSSELS 

Special measures to allow immigrant 
children to be educated In their 
native tongue no matter which Euro- 
pean community country they arc 
resident in were agreed last week 
by rii EEC Council of Social Affairs 
Ministers meeting in Luxembourg. 

They nproved a European Com- 
mission directive to this effect, 
though in n somewhat weaker form 
than the Commission luul originally 
proposed. 

Tho Initiative for demanding in- 
struction for children in another 
■tongue must, come from migrant 
workers’ parents and, ns a result of 
the decision, there will be a moral 
obligation on governments and 
locuf mil I to rities In member states 
to make this passible. 

It will apply equally to Common- 
wealth immigrant children and to 
those who conic from another EEC 
member country. 

Lord Donaldson, Minister of State 
at the Department of Education and 
Science, said after the meeting ; 
" The achievement of the high aim 
of tho Community for a better deal 
for migrant workers’ children will 
depend primarily on tho goodwill 
and efforts uf the teachers and tho 
local education authorities.” 

But he stressed tho directive 
would not in any way interfere with 
the overall ambition to integrate 
migrants’ children as closely as pos- 
sible into the mainstream of British 
education.

The Government’s intransigence 
over salary increases and the equali- 
zation of educational opportunity 
for all races emerged as the key 
issues at the 9Dth conference of 
tno South African Teachers Asso- 
ciation (SATA) In Part Elizabeth 
and tho lOtli conference of the 
Cape Teachers .Professional Asso- 
ciation (CTPA) m Capo Town. ' 
.Both unions, representing over 
11,500 teachers, strongly attacked 
wie Government’s policy on educa- 
tion expenditure, particularly over 
the disparity between the amount 
allocated to coloured and white edu- 
cation departments ; the shortage of 
teachers, which has readied a crisis 
situation due to unattractive salary 
and employment conditions, and 
delays of up to four months lu 
salary payments. 

The salary dispute, now B major 
issue between teachers and the 
Government, followed a policy 
switch _ by tlie Minister of National 
Education, Dr Piet Koomhof, when 
he announced last month that a new 
dispensation for teachers, including 
promised salary increases, would not 
be implemented due to the current 
economic climate.

Sir. — I taught for 10 years until 
December, 1976, in an infunt school 
not far from Clapham Junction mid 
approximately 20 per cent of the 
children In the school were West 
Indian. During the time I was 
there, it wax not the case that these 
West Indian children were, on 
average, of lesser ability or achieved 
less than the white children. On 
the contrary, In several of the 
classes I taught. West Indian girls 
were often the best readers in the 
class. Even more significantly 
there were fewer black children 
than white children requiring 
ren.edlal help in reading. 

Each year the teachers of the 
children in their final yeaf in . the 
infant sdiool would decide which 
children required special help with 


their reading and wmiug before 
ilicy moved up to the Juniors, and 
these children were taught in small 
groups for about an hour every day 
in a room on their own . At the be- 
ginning of the year there were, out 
of about 100 children in all, approxi- 
mately 25 thought to need extra 
help. 

As West Indians, as I have men- 
tioned, numbered about 20 per cent, 
one would expect to find at least 
five West Indian children in the 
remedial group, and as far as I can 
recollect, this was rarely the case. 
Usually there were about three and 
last year only two. So a higher per- 
centage of white children (mainly 
boys) required extra help in read- 
ing. 

I do not know whether the black 
children from our school * did not 


the grade 


fulfil their early promise when they 
moved on to the juniors und later 
to secondary school, but It seems 
to me very odd that ov-er a long 
period the black children In our 
school performed on average better 
than the white children, which 
apparently conflicts with other evi- 
dence.

Sir,— Your support (July 1) for 
the Government’s decision to reject 
the Holland working party propqsal 
that school leavers should immedi- 
ately be eligible for the new pro- 
gramme of assessment, training and 
work experience ignores the plight 
of many thousands of young people, 
especially in the hardest hit regions, 
who simply linve no prospects of 
finding Immediate ordinary employ- 
ment. The Government's general at- 
titude to the new programme is to 
be applauded but it should recon- 
sider its attitude towards the wait- 
ing period. 

One appreciates the Government’s 
concern about ensuring thut the new 
programme helps the less able, and 
the careers service would fully sup- 
port this objective. However, it 
would appear that the Secretary of 
Suite for Employment is also con- 
cerned about the possible offect of 
the timing of the new programme 
on sixth forms. 

There is no evidence at till that 
special government schemes have 
influenced young people not in 
clioosc continued secondary or far- 
ther education If this stop were 
ndvlscd In a careers guidance situa- 
tion. It is being forgotten that spe-' 
dal schemes have existed In sonic 
parts of the country far several 
years. The UaUuiid proposals arc 
not bringing in something com- 
pletely new — they urc recommend- 
ing groutor cohesion mid ndnptubi- 
Uty to meet individual needs. 

The important point also being 


missed is that as a result of the 
Government decision not to make a 
new programme available to sum- 
mer term school leavers until Sep- 
tember, the compulsory waiting 
period for many of the less able 
will be three months and not six 
weeks. It was certain pressures 
(not from within the Department 
of Employment one assumes) which 
influenced the Goveminenr to in- 
troduce an earlier summer term 
school leaving date (which the 
careers service largely opposed) at 
a time when the unemployment 
situation affecting young people was 
rapidly deteriorating. 

It would appear that the same 
pressures have noiv been success- 
ful in influencing the Government 
to impose a waiting period in rela- 
tion to the new programme, so 
depriving many of the least quali- 
fied who have lltLle prospects of 
finding immediate employment of au 
Immediate opportunity to keep 
themselves constructively occupied. 

These decisions In my view are 
based on ungrounded fears that 
sumo pmcmiul sixth formers might 
not mum to school. 

The Government hhnuld have 
relied on the proven ability af tiio 
careers service to determine the 
precise moment when an unem- 
ployed young person should enter 
the new program ino, having regard 
to lilt) load employment situation 
and the individual needs nf young- 
sters.

school, LhaL Sandra had been insulted, the 
fight hud not been of her making, her sis- 
ter had only come to help. 

At this point the headmistress stopped 
her account : there was considerable 
noise from the normally quiet corridor. 
Loud shouts and protesting were audible. 
The mother hurt arrived. The head, con- 
siderably disturbed, demanded to know 
how the woman had known about the 
meeting. 

The community relations officei 
answered: lie had told her. As we all 
knew, he Emd been visited by the mother 
who had uskod him to attend the meet- 
ing. He had not realized that she had not 
been invited roo. He had assumed from 
his experience of tribunals and the like 
that parents would attend automatically. 

The volume of noise from outside in- 
creased. The bend asked whether the com- 
munity relations officer would like to talk 
to the mother and explain the situation. 
He left the room. 

In the lull following his cxir, the head 
mistress voiced her opinion that liis pi 
sencc at the meeting was perhaps " some 
what unfortunate No one else spoke. 

Wo could hoar that tho mother had not 
yet boon placated. The meeting's chair- 
man, the education officer, wondered 
whother It might not bo appropriate for 
the chief educational psychologist to help 
calm her down. He too then left the room. 
The uoi.se, however, continued. Finally, 
with undarxLuiKluhle reluctance, the head 
horself left the meeting 10 talk to the 
mother. 

After some five minutes, during which 
the noise began to diminish, the chief 
educational psychologist returned, prefer- 
ring the view that tho mother was clearly 
in need of in-patient psychiatric help. He 
was soon joined by the headmistress and, 
after a brief pause, the community rela- 


tions officer. The mother had agreed, he 
tolcl us, to wait quietly outside to hear 
the outcome of the meeting. Discussion 
began again. 


Our chief educational psychologist 
began to expand on his judgment of the 
mother : in the light of what he had seen 
of her, it seemed dear to him that she 
could not possibly be fit to have control 
over her children. The girls should be 
taken into care; the family must already 
be well known to social services. 

The department’s representative replied 
that they had no records' of the family, 
and that she could see no substantiated 
evidence to justify care proceedings. The 
community relations officer agreed. The 
family seemed to him, from his short 
acquaintance with them, to be well 
ordered. The mother had no complaints 
about her daughters’ behaviour at home. 

He went on to take issue with the chief 
educational psychologist's view of her 
mental state. In his experience she was 
quite typical oF West Indian mothers. She 
was neither men tally disturbed nor bor 
during on violence : she was just express' 
Jug her ongor and distress Jn the voluble 
manner quite usual among West Indian 
women. - 

The headmistress felt unable to agroo. 
In her long experience of dealing with 
West Indian mothers she had very rarely 
encountered such extreme behaviour. 
Such outbursts represented n real throat 
to the orderly running of her school. 

The important question, we agreed, 
was whether or not the mother’s reaction 
could he described ns irrational. We 
considered her arguments. Hod the head 
boen justified in taking action on on 
incident which took place out of school, 
after hours ? Clearly she felt fully justi- 
fied ; she had been under considerable 
pressure that term from local residents. 





complaining about the rowdyism of 
pupils on their way home from school. 
Her school had a duty to its local com- 
munity. 

. Il was pointed out by the chief educa- 
tion welfare officer that the police, the 
guardians of public order, had not wished 
to take action. The head insisted, in 
reply, that the school must bo free to 
take action over any behaviour which re- 
flected . on the school, wherever it 
occurred. 

We moved on. The community relations 
officer wondered whether - the mother’s 
anger at her exclusion from the meet- 
ing was really surprising or irrational. 
Surely, the head countered, any reason- 
able parent would accept that "this kind 
of meeting of concerned professionals 
would endeavour to act in the best Inter- 
ests in their -children ? It was obviously 
no Star Chamber. I suggested that ft 
might well appear to be just that to the 
mother. The majority felt that this was 
extremely unlikely. 

Time was passing. The head express'll 
her unxiuty Llmt the mother should be out 
of the school buildings before the end of 
morning lessons.- What was Lo he dono 
with Sandra and Doreen ? Had tho head- 
mistress. the community relations officer 
enquired, understood tho mother’s 
anxiety ? The head felt she had : the 
mother was worried about her daughters 
being excluded from the school and 
wanted them taken hack. 

This was not what he had under- 
stood, In his Interview with her, 
sbo had said that she had no wish for her 
daughters to return to that school. Indeed 
she had nlready applied to have them 
transferred. Her feelings arose . from • 
anger at whnt she saw to be the injustice 
and insult of their suspension, and from 
the fear that they would be accepted back 
into a school slie believed to be victimiz- 
ing them. 

The education officer Intervened. The 
issue then was simply where tho girls 
should be transferred to. . It was agreed. 
The meeting relaxed. The elder sister 
would simply be asked to leave. The youn- 
ger sister could be transferred. The deci- 
sions taken, the meeting ended. '

There are destined to be many, more 
angry mothers sitting in school corridors 
oetole anyone starts ito offer any- answers. 
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Heather Neill talks to 
Rorothy Heathcote, and watches 
f drama’s Red Adair’ in action 

a No, you don’t talk about the weather 
for long with Dorothy.” That was Carl, 
who has interrupted a promising career 
in teaching in Australia (and will have to 
accept demotion on his return) in order 
to work with Dorothy Heathcote for a 
year, testifying to her Intense involve- 
ment in the reaching of drama. 

Carl Is not untypical. This year Dorothy 
Heathcote's students at Newcastle Univer- 
sity department of education have come 
from all over the world — Australia, 
Canada, the United States, Malaysia — 
many of them at their own expense. Only 
four are British, and only one of those is 
on secondment ; the others took the risk 
of being unemployed in September. 

Why do they do it ? The dreaded word 
“charisma” is muttered disconsolately 
by those who don't see Dorothy Heath- 
cote’s point of view. To her opponents 
(and she says she arouses hostility and 
approbation in about equal parts), she 
is a formidable guru, touching every 
humble dramu lesson with magic simply 
by her electric presence, while lesser 
mortals watch spellbound and hope a 
little of the glitter will rub off on them. 


When the priestess sweeps dynamically 
to her next appointment, everyday ica- 
cliei's are left wirh a (ask made even more 
difficult by their Jack of a similarly im- 
pressive personality. 

There is, at first sight, some justifica- 
tion for this criticism ; her students do 
tend to be protective, anxious that she 
should not be misunderstood, and willing 
to work nil hours. (One young woman, 
gradually chipping away at her capital 
and with still vague prospects of writing 
a book, Jins toped every word Dorothy 
Heathcote lias uttered professionally in 
the last four years.) Site does fly 
about the world giving short courses, like 
drama's answer to Red Adair. And she 
does handle the media with practised 
nonchalance. 

But isn't all this merely showbusincss ? 
How can such a person be a useful tea- 
cher of teachers ? Dorothy Heathcote her- 
self is tired of the accusation that it is 
her towering personality for which she 
is valued, and not her more substantial 
contribution ta education. Daily she 
strives to enuipsulnte her skills — which, 
ns she is n practitioner not merely u 
theorist, arc changing and developing — 
into simple words. She does not hclicvc 
in " born teachers” ; there are, she says, 
oqly people who are horn to wnnt to be 
teachers. 

Her preparation for her controversial 
role is somewhat unexpected. She left 
school in Bradford at the age of 14 to 
become a weaver. After completing a 


Five-year apprenticeship, she went to 
ilicnlrc school for ilirce yours and then 
became a freelance director for uinnieur 
groups. At 24 she was appointed to her 
present job at Newcastle, and she lias 
been there for 30 years running onc-ycar 
in-service courses. 

I met her in Carlisle during a week her 
students were spending teaching in Cum- 
bria. The day before she hod spent exam- 
ining in Scotland. On this particular 
morning she taught a two- hour sixth-form 
lesson, the first of a pair, on Hamlet, and 
was to be driven to another school later in 
the day. Our talk from 12 to 3 represented 
her first “free ” lunch period for months, 
and she was luxuriating in the fact that 
she had been able to rise at 7 am instead 
of her usual A am. 

That is the first thing to notice about 
her ; a good deal of the magic turns out 
to be hard work. Nothing is left to 
chance, everything is prepared thor- 
oughly. This docs not incuu that a lesson 
is rigid ; children, she says, need the sec- 
urity of someone they can irust, then 75 
per cent of the “ shifts 11 are made by the 
class members themselves. 

Neither is there anything glamorous in 
her approach to children. With them, as 
with anyone else, she is outspoken, dir- 
ect, rarely at a loss for words, hut always 
polite, and not in the least remote. Shu 
never makes a pupil feel insignificant ; 
but neither docs she brook silliness, sim- 
ply pointing out that giggling will pre- 
clude the most rewarding work.

Groups of si xrli -formers chose pieces of 
text and then attempted to “ stand them 
up by using the younger children as 

waxworks ”, Waxworks cannot feel or 
take instructions, so their positioning had 
to pe exact so as to enable an onlooker to 
interpret the situation correctly. Atten- 
tion began to he paid to all kinds oC 
details ni atmosphere and mood. For 
some ni i lie children, Hamlet was, for the 
fust time, acquiring a visual dimension. 

Dorolhy Heailicoto’s opinions about tea- 
cher training methods are not calculated 
to make her popular with the establish- 
ment- Colleges of education, she says, 
should be places where you learn, not 
your subject, but how to teach it. Stu- 
dents, she believes, cannot learn how to 
handle [lie role of teacher when they are 
themselves still “pupils” for the greater 
part oF their courses ; tutors cannot teach 
how to leach when they no longer have 
to pm their skills to the rest in schools. 

Mnsl controversial of all, she thinks 
particular tutors should accept complete 
responsibility for the training of small 
numbers of students. She would like to 
turn schools into “real places”, where a 
resource like a laboratory or a theatre 
should be an information centre, so that 
children could become experts in areas 
u i, e n , c ‘ loice - Obsession, she says, 
should lie encouraged so that children 
would find out less and know more”. 

Dorothy Heathcote is full of aphorisms 
like that.

Another said 
her year of 180 pupils reckoned the 
careers help at school to be " a waste 
of time ; we did ail the work ”, 

The course also aims to help students 
u n tiers laud I luhr local community. They 
are encouraged to work on projects, for 
example on Lhe history of the college, 
on local social services, and old people’s 
memories. On this last topic they got 
practical help from a small group of pei 
Stoners, who come in for a weekly Eng 
lisli class, but also spend time talking 
with the students about their lives, past 
and present. 

But community awareness Is not just a 
question of finding out what goes on in 
Hackney. Judith Hinniun underlines a 
Further aspect of the teachers* foie : ” We 
try to engender critical attitudes about 
how institutions are operating, and about 
the care provided. But we also have to 
enable the students to be positive agents 
for change from within.” 

It can perhaps be tricky to balance a 
commitment to community regeneration 
with the need to allow students to make 
the final choice of what they want to do. 
For example, Hackney has as mady as 32 
children's homes, catering for the enor- 
mous number put into care. Even in such 
a multi-racial area, West Indian children 
are over-represented. The problem is sim 
liar Ip areas such as social work and spe 
cial education. 

While giving students freedom to 
choose, the team encourage young West

When— or should it he if ?-— the current 
Hackney students make it into the fnst- 
uiininishing number of jobs in ihe “ car- 
ing professions”, they may find the tran- 
sition to full-time work less difficult than 
others do. A druclqj element in the course 
is the placement ”, for which students 
lend one day: k week jn a local, nursery 
ass, hospital, special school, day nursery 
or old people’s homo. 

“The placements allow the students to 
express themselves In different ways from 
school , says Dave Drake, another team 
member. They also allow them to see 
clearly w|mt the work entails”, says Bar- 
bara Armstrong. ” As a result, students 
don t have many illusions left to be shat- 
tered.” 

It is only a few yards' walk to oiie of the 
placements. Crammed into the corner of 
the already modest college site, beside 
the three portable classrooms used for 
community studies, stands the Defoe Day 
Care Centre, one of several UK projects 
part-funded by the EEC for their’ Pilot 
Programme to Combat Poverty. 

.Jk® centre, now in its second year, pro- 
vides 26 places for children aged between 
13 weeks and five years old. This of 
course hardly makes a dent In Hackney’s 
pre-school statistics, where 93 per cent of

first tinfi is short, and looks back 
at some of Lite earlier units, using ' 
their experience as material for a 
discussion about innovation. In so 
far as the " one-off " reader will not 
have seen much of tho material 
referred to, the limitations are again 
clear. Even so, the general argu- 
ment about rite context of change, 
and the constraints surrounding it, 
is useful. 

The second part of the book, 
"Unit 23, Strategics of Curriculum 
Change”, is much more indepen- 
dent on other material.. It uses a 
systems approach to create a 
framework within which the pheno- 
menon of curriculum change can 
be caught and Studied. The .first 
step is to lay down die' parameters 
of change— rate, scade, degree, con- 
tinuity and direction. After dis- 
cussing each of thess, Hoyle goes 
on to the process of innovation, 
which he lays out as a continuum 
with the stages invention, develop- 
ment, d iff u. si nn and adaption. 

Succeeding sections look at "Funda- 
mental Strategies for effecting 
change”. "Recent approaches to 
curriculum change” and “The 
Concept of planned change”, 

Hoyle himself points out dial’ this 
approach is not the only one, and 
it does suffer from having an air 
of detachment from reality. Arriv- 
ing in a school with parameters 
and dimensions at the ready is all 
very well, but real institutions have 
a nasty habit of not fitting them, 
and this is mm plic.-ucd by the fact 
that every individual within the 
institution will have his own set 
of concepts and working ' models. 
Nevertheless the student of Inno- 
vation Is uiuhitibtedlv helped by 
the prior possession of some con- 
cepts and dimensions with which 
to mnke h start at sorting out what 
could otherwise remain a confusing 


and incoherent set of motives and 
hap pollings. The important thing 
is thnt ho should be ready to bend, 
or discard, his categories where 
necessary. Given this, Hoyle’s unit 
is remarkably clear and makes 
sense of a very complicated 
subject. 

The disadvantages of OU units- 
to the outside render are obvious, 
and someone thinking of buying on4 
on the strength of a compelling title 
must look carefully to see that ha 
Is not geiting a collection of com* 
ments on some other material which 
is not there. There are advantages, 
however, which . are not easy to 
explain, and which arc to do with 
what I call the "flavour” of the 
books. 

To- begin with, they are bearitl* 
fully produced, with wide margins 
for notes, good pictures, good paper 
and clearly numbered paragraphs 
with lot^ of sub-heads. Tn an age 
when most publishers are trying to 
find ways of cutting costs to' tlie 
bone, this is in Itself a valuable 
asset. This clarity also means that 
it is very easy to skim them for 
relevant points and quotations — o' 
mighty asset for the MEd or 
Diploma student writing an essay. 
Similarly, they have a welcome way 
of making points in a punchy, one, 
two-three rummer, with the effect 
that the volume begs to be picked 
up and leafed through, and gives 
up its message readily. 

If only edLiCRtiou librarians and 
some booksellers would not commit 
the nonsense of trying to olassify 
rheni along with, "ordinary*’ books,- 
The appro .ic li used hi so many of 
them (to say no tiling of tlie A4 
format) makes this a rutile and un- 
helpful exercise. What the students 
need i?t a special riiolf of OU units 
classified l»v course.

Although he is the starting point 

for almost all revolutionary 
theorists and the icon of Coin? 
muni st regimes and movements, 
Karl Marx did not produce a 
coherent 1 political theory. Indeed, 
part of ilie reason for "Ills success 
is precisely this failure to do more 
ihfin hint nr many of the ideas and 
theories which are central to his 
position. in the absence of a 
tightly argued structure, his would- 
be followers have been able la 
adopt an enormous range of view 
from die wildest insurrectionary 
revolutionism to the most staid and 
gradual reformism. 

On this spectrum, Ralph Mili- 
band, one of our most respected 
Marxist academics, attempts to 
combine ideas from both extremos, 
hut ends up leaning very much 
towards moderation. His aim in 
Marxism . und Polities is to con- 
struct a Marxist political theory 
based on die classical texts of Marx, 
Engels and Lenin, with some 
references to Rosa Luxemburg, 
GraHisci nnd Trotsky. Marxist poli- 
tics is distinguished from other 
beliefs by the view that social con- 
flict in class societies is inevitable 
and cannot be removed without a 
total transformation.

thins arc linked to the economic 
structure but not sir icily deter- 
mined by it. The basic conflict is 
that between bourgeoisie mid prole- 
tariat but this is where the prob- 
lems really stair. Marx never got 
around to prov'ding u clear anal- 
ysis of doss and it is necessary to 
make one up oul of the suggestions 
he left. 

Miliband does not see class in 
terms of position on one side or 
the other of die owner/ wage 
labourer divide or even as a mutter 
of wealth, but rulher as a question 
of status mid autonomy. If you arc 
generally pushed abour, then you 
are a proletarian however well off 
you may be. Naturally, this is 
likely ta be correlated quite 
strongly with rhe strictly economic 
criterion, bur, ultimately, the divi- 
sion is arbitrary. 

The major institutional device 
which keeps the exploited side 
from the other's collective throat is 
the state, but given divisions 
within the bourgeoisie, it can do 
this only if it enjoys a certain 
degree of uutanomy front its class 
base. Even more important os 
stabilizing forces are I'he cultural 
aiid ideological factors through 
which social relations under capita- 
lism are disguised and transformed 
into the appearance of their oppo- 
sites. (Curiously, Miliband never 
mentions that favourite shibboleth 
of modern Marxists, alienation, 
although this is dearly what lie is 
talking about.) 

This is a perfectly defensible in- 
terpretation of Mui-x but it leads to 
certain difficulties in dealing with 
the harsh realities of Communist 
practice. Unlike many libertarian

or human i*t inic-rpreiors uf Marx, 
Miliband argues that existing 
Communist regimes lire nidicailly 
different from (heir capitalist com- 
petitors. The reason is that, 
although Communist: stales main- 
tain inequality mid huve a self-per- 
petuating ruling cliquu which uses 
whatever level of repression it 
likes, tlto consunints of collecti- 
vism provide a different rationality 
for their operation. 

As a result, they represent not 
particular classes or groups hut the 
whole collectivist system. What 
precisely this means is not clour, 
but it comes close to suggesting 
chat Communist states somehow 
perceive and forward a general In- 
terest which satisfies its citizens 
more than a one-sided capitalist 
system could possibly do. 

But if class relations are really 
a matter of subordination mid 
dominance, then how is the distinc- 
tion ro be made ? As a counterpart 
to tiiis argument, Miliband also 
proposes ilmt bourgeois democratic 1 
states > should be clearly distin- 
guished from other more repres- 
sive political forms in class socio- 
ties. But again, if Communist 
regimes arc analogous to class 
societies fr.om a political point of 
view, tho Marxist circle seems to 
have been squared. The prulctmiat 
is presumably bet tor off under 
bourgeois democracy which at least 
has a potential for transformation 
however slight. Perhaps this con- 
clusion Is wheru a scholnrly study 
of Marx should lead. Miliband Is to 
be congratulated on attempting the 
impossible mid coming out with a 
surprising degree of success.

This honk is un 
limnnt production kit for a lavish 
extra vuganzu. The gist of undi scene 
is first described for tho actors to 
work run in iniprovisuritm. Then fnl- 
low details about how to stage it, 
down to the last note of music mid 
the film! strip of foil to be glued 
to the canvas awnings. But u good 
deal of the text nud the illustrations 
are more impressionistic than pre- 
cise and it would he interesting to 
see how this manual works out in 
fiction, 

. A midwost spectacular on a mnro 
niudesr scale (and cheuper lo buy) 
is Onward to the Oregon — a score 
wir limit much production advice, 
suitable for top juniors and the 
lower secondary school. This power- 
ful melodrama of the western 
pioneers can be staged on a very 
simple set and lias plenty of scope 
for improvisation and movement. 
But the movement has to be very 
well done : a lot of it reads like a 
Filin script and the central part 
appears to bo written for a juvenile 
Marlon Bi-hihIo. 

Finally, for more conventional 
and sophisticated students, Joseph 
Sherman's cnllcctiun of twentieth- 
ccniiii-y nnc-iici pi a vs presents u re- 
freshing challenge. Writers from 
Click tin v lo Pinter are fonuu'ud in 
representative but less wall-known 
plnys. My own. favourites arc 
Tennessee Williams's poignant bov- 
girl dialogue This Property is Con- 
demned and Pirandello's stunning 
monologue The Man with a Floioar 
in Ins Mouth.

Parents would lie supei* 
riuous since he has nothing to 
tv turn from grown-ups. Loony adults 
zoom point) ess ly about him. cuu- 
sumed by self-importance and a 
sen-te of purpose, yet hopelessly 
ilefeuted by events. Arthur's 
resourcefulness is absolute; no 
matter how perilous the crisis, how 
incompetent die adults, Atthur 
sorts things oul 

It’s mi unbeatable recipe, of 
course. Small children know that, 
given world enough and time, they 
could reudily get life organized and' 
avoid tho confusions of their 
teachers, pnremts and tho other 
grown-ups who are palpably botch- 
ing things up a generation or two 
ahead. The world and time Alan 
toren gives them is n splendidly 
caricatured American West about 4 
hundred years ago. 

Things are In u niess : Major 
Oliver Sponngurglu is too busy 
ordering new curtains for Fort 
Moccasin to prepare for the 
marauding Sioux ; tho citizens of 
Dead Pig Bend are confounded 
when the 11.15 to Dooley Flat is 
robbed ; and the miners in The 
Rotteii Old Saloon are scared out ' 
of their wits when Grizzly Wilkin- 
son smashes Memory Nobbs’s Irrep- 
laceable pinna. Arthur, whether 
quietly calling on his skills as ven-

In a matter-of-fact, confiding 
voice, the story-teller invites his 
listeners tn share Arthur's sane 
point of view (these stories would 
read aloud excellently mid then be 
savoured again by individual 
readers). They are very funny:

A distinctly 
English Arthur sets his aiders 
sternly to rights : "There Is no 
.need" said Arthur, “for force.

Herbert McFlioon tlifi assistant 
station- master, Thinny S kri miner- 
linnet the undertaker, and Spoon- 
flurglo himself ('* Fighting ", mut- 
tered the Major, who ltn<I gone 
very white.

John As trap’s 
Illustrations, especially of these 
grotesques, are richly comic In 
themselves. Readers with a work- 
ing knowledge of the television 
West will not miss the nicely 
judged parody of the settings. 

Any teacher who suspects that 
shared chuckles just might be as 
useful as comprehensive cards In 
promoting an enthusiasm for read- 
ing would be spending his allo- 
cation wisely If he were to buy 
these tides for Ids ' junior class li- 
brary.

It was Mark Twain who wrote that 
“ A classic is something that every- 
body wants to have read and nobody 
wants ro read ", and if ever that was 
lane of a book chat book must be 
Das Kupital. Time and again one 
meets anti-Marxists (they are, after 
all, vastly in the majority) who con- 
fess that they have never read any- 
thing by Karl Marx himself, not 
even the Communist Manifesto, an 
easy- to-read polemic no doubt influ- 
enced by the greater clarity of 
Engels, which enshrines most of Lhe 
Marxist doctrine in simple, abbre- 
viated form. 

This lack of firsthand knowledge 
of Mara explains tbo constant mis- 
description and misinterpretation of 
has work which appears . and re- 
appears in so many secondary works. 
Thomas Stow ell, whose r ‘ Marx's 
Capitol after one hundred years", 
written in 1967. leads Howard and 
'..King'a collection of readings, 

' points out that the connexion bet)- 

. live thesis-antithes is-synthc Si s tech- 
nique In Capital, although In his 
own words fn the introduction he 
coquetted with the modes of ex- 
pression peculiar to him ", mainly 
• m * sUftht tribute to "the mighty 
thinker " . but also to slight the 
cpigpnij the Ignorant poputa risers 
«£ German philosophy prevalent In 


his day. It would ama/e his critics 
to suggest that lie hud a, sense of 
humour, perhaps more than to insist 
that he (fid not predict the collapse 
of the capitalist system in a cata- 
clysmic depression. 

There can be no doubt that 
Himless and Hirst have not only 
read Marx and Engels but studied 
their work intensively, especially 
the historical materialist aspect, 
which has led them apparently ro 
cherish a strong disapproval of 
orthodox historiography, to rlie ex- 
tent of their regarding it as vir- 
tu ally useless in formula ling applic- 
able philosophies for our lime. They 
discuss modes of production (or 
rather economies, as they do not 
make reference to technologies) 
from primitive communism to the 
transition from feudalism to capi- 
talism, of which thoy say 

many Marxist theorists of rhe 
l ran si tion from feudalism to capi- 
talism fail . . . because they 
effectively reduce the complex 
articulated - mtalilics of the 
Marxist theory of history to the 
expressive totalities characteris- 
tic of the idealist philosophies 
of history in which, explicitly or 
implicitly, the end of history is 
already given its beginning. 
Thar is a typical passage in a honk 
which would be much more inter- 
esting if it were less obscure. Im- 
penetrable inngiiuRe scents to he 
endemic among sociologists today. 
They . communicate mainly with 
each other, l’er lups Marx is in 
blnme to some extent — or his 
translators. 

Suzanne de Brunliof treats her 
readers better, although it is argu- 
able lliut to isolate Marx tin money 
from Marx on econumlcs in genurul 
■ would not hnvc pleased the man 
himself, even if it can ba claimed 
that money and Capitalism xo hand 
In hand (or -hHiidln pocket). The 
appearance of money (sometimes 
referred to os the " cash nexus") 
complicates human relationships. 
Barter, the direct exchange of goods 
for ona another, looks simple hut 
becomes complex in n mature 
society, mid n common medium of 
exchange Is preferable. But money 


introduces serious difficulties winch 
may he summed up us 11 value 
i henry ", or wlmi it is worth (ibis 
exists with barter but the bargain is 
out in the open). 

Once money conics oil tho scene 
there follow credit, usury, exchange 
rates, inflation, forgery — to name 
but a few of the complexities which 
bedevil modern economies (and 
economists). Furthermore, follow- 
ing the leads shown to us in Boinc- 
iiwin’s symposium, money brings in 
its train u vurioty of mental dis- 
orders, from the “ mini ” retention 
of savings (nn nil willingness to dis- 
burse characteristic of misers and 
bunkers) to the masochism of the 
compulsive bargain hunter, intent 
on acquiring something he does not 
need because it is cheap. 

The Mb ix- He gel controversy re- 
enters in Scliilder's concluding 
e.ss.iy on the “ Psychoanalysis ot 
Economics ", in which Engels is 
cited as saying that Hegel’s dialec- 
tics M had the world on its head " 
whereas Marx put the world hack 
on its feet. That is raihcr a long 
way from the old clidi6 that Murx 
stood Hcgc-1 on his head. Whm 
would Murx have made of Freud, 
one wonders— and is tempted m 
answer “ not much ", with the reser- 
vation that it might have been much 
innro interesting to have a Freudian 
analysis of Marx, 

Certainly it ennnat be denied that 
Ernest Burn email has assembled 
some fascinating, largely Freudian, 
essays on money, too ninny to he 
described hero. Kaufman’s “ Some 
Emotional Uses of Money " rings u 
number of (alarm ?) bells : the com- 
pulsive spender shows Infantile ten- 
dencies apparently milking up for 
lack of parent j 1 love ; lhe equally 
compulsive non-spender is also 
love-hungry mid needs Ids money 
bs a consolation (and la an easy 
victim of confidence tricksters).

Since 1974 the successors to these 
authorities have continued (except 
for Southampton /Hampshire) and 
rho Isle of Wight lias joined the 
consortium. The members of the 
coiisni-iiuiii made an Initial contri- 
bution and meet at imui vuls to 
determine policy. 

The materials supplied bv tho 
aurpltis Buying Agency Hie avail- 
ubJe to all schools mid colleges uuv- 
where in the country.

The intention is not to compete

Employers are virtually unanimous 
in their support far the ethical inn 
of M the whole man This was the 
overall impression nf 41 teachers 
from this school, after they It ad 
caclt spent a day in one nf 36 firms 
and other places of employment iti 
Swindon. 

Communication-, by far the ntnsr 
frequently mentioned topic in their 
reports, wns seen, nor only as .vital 
to the smooth running of industry, 
hut also as an expression of appli- 
cants' personality, tlie means, for 
instance, by which they sold them- 
selves OL interview. 

Personal qua I-i lies such ns self- 
discipline, reli ability, initiative, 

independence, nnd flexibility were 
seen to complement such social 
qualities os cooperation, sociability, 
good itinnners and consideration, 
which were vital to the teaniwqrk 
on which employment depends. 

In the following selection of 
extracts teachers have tried to sum- 
marize the views nf employers dii 
this aspect of education. The refer-

A modest start was made in Bir- 
mingham in 1970 when 12 schools 
followed the programme. Last July 
8,500 children were screened in 250 
schools. Mr Tansley said that in 
1971 one-third of children in Bir- 
mingham went to secondary school 
unhappy about their reading ; now 
only a handful had difficulties. 

In the fiUm he talks- about has 
method clearly, shows children in a 
special school who demonstrate aH 
the signs of neuromotor defects 
and then goes through the same 
.exerc ises with children in an ordin- 
ary^primaj^§diaod. One or two of 
these cM-ldaretiitiso-sliow signs of 
similar defects. 

His screening process involves a 
series of simple exercises which he 
classified as gross arid - fine move- 
ments. ” I like children to have 
good body awareness, a good sen&e 
of balance and hand arid eye coor- 
dination; they should be graceful 
with a. good sense of rhythm” 

The gross movements' Include 
creeping along the floor with 
rhythmic cross pattern (opposite 
hand and foot moving together) 
and balancing on one foot with the 
knee raised and hands still at the 
side. Fine movements include hold- 
ing the hands up facing outwards 
and closing them up one at a time 
(some children move their face at 
the same time which indicates fail- 
ure In motor inhibition which, 
according to Mr Tansley, leads to. 
restless behaviour) and touching 
each finger with the thumb and 
counting them off at the seme 
time. A child who cannot do this 
may have difficulty with phonics, 
he said. 

This film shows the teacher how 
to discover the problems. The next 
in the series, which shpuld be 
finished soon, will tell hint what to 
do about them— haw to set up a 
programme for motor development 
which willi In turn, help thd child^ 
educational development.

A delicate balance

A Sense of Movement — Movement 
for Severely Retarded Children.

i'nn the mentally handicapped pos- 
sibly benefit from movement 
lessons ? 

Veronica Sherborne answers the 
question with a resounding Yes and 
she supports her answer with 
theory, practical ideas and tlirco 
films. 

Her latest film was shown at tha 
NFT In March of this year and has 
already been sold In Norway, 
Sweden and Australia. 

The film was made by the Drama 
Department of the University of 
Bristol in the New Fuss way School. 
We sec John Cannon, another for- 
mer student, teaching classes of five 
to eight-year-old aud 15 to lG-ycar- 
old severely rutnrded children. One 
is immediately struck by the com- 
parative sophistication of the older 
group when compared with ono’s 
usual expectations for ESN/S 
children. 

All the stages of development 
which a young child goes through 
are founded on experiences of 
physical awareness of his own 
body. The ESN/S child seems to 
benefit from extra activities given 
in this kind of learning situation. 

The children also need to be 
aware of the centre of their own 
mass, to explore different modes of 
jocumotion. Knees and hips are 
important in that they enable the 
child to control the distribution of 
weight. This in turn leads to being 
able to use the body in a balanced 
stable way. 


In i he younger age group, child- 
ren gum security from learning to 
relate their bodies to the Moor by 
rolling, pulling, curling up. They 
learn trust hy climbing over an 
adulr. ” People make the best 
apparatus.” In this case the 
apparatus is volunteer school 
leavers from a neiu-hy secondary 
.schoul. 

Willi ilie security csiablislicd lhe 
children arc uble to work with each 
other in twos and threes, pulling 
each other, spinning on bottoms, 
etc. 

The aims for the older group in 
the second part of the film are to 
increase body awareness und the 
capacity to make relationships with 
nilicrs. It is obvious from wa telling 
them that they have worked 
through, the syllabus followed by 
HW younger group. They also 
learn about space behind them and 
moving against resistance. Work 
in pushing a partner is seen as 
focusing niton uo n und lienee the 
basis of coiicemmiion. They work 
easily in pairs and groups. 

The film Is well made by Sue 
Jerraid after a shaky start. It is 
in colour and lasts .15 minutes. It 
£ available for hire (£8.50) from 
Concord Films. 

This Is a very valuable film. My 
only criticism is that it is too 
condensed and needs notes with it! 
It should be seen twice at least. 
Teaching . the severely subnormal 
can be an isolated experience. I 
hope as many teachers as possible 
will be able to see this film and 
strengthen their resolve to continue 
the valuable work.

The importance of good teeth for 
good looks is emphasized in the 
opening sequence of Stage a Smile 
when a teenage donee group are 
asked by their teacher to produce 
a winning smile for the final line 
up. Some of the smiles are a lot 
less confident than others. Tho 
film also shows youngsters sitting 
alone on the steps of Piccadilly Cir- 
cus and implies diet they are suf- 
fering from loneliness on account 
of hulltosls. 

Ir is . undoubtedly a ' good idea 
to interest a teenage audience in 
dental care by showing them how 
necessary it is for appearance, com- 
fort and social acceptability. Yet 
if, as the film states, 95 per cent 
of children under. 12 have decayed 
teeth, the film’s treatment of the 
subject seems far too gentle. 


Some horrifying statistics are 
slipped in to the commentary but 
the film shows happy, healthy look- 
ing teenagers unconcernedly rotting 
their teeth with sweets and soft 
drinks. The harsh reality of the 
facts nre never brought home to 
the audience; 

In spite of shots of children in 
adventure playgrounds in deprived 
city areas being asked if they clean 
their teeth, the film is essentially 
middle riass i iri outlook. A subur- 
ban mother in a spotless bathroom 
demonstrates how. to encourage lier 
children in goad tooth brushing 
habits on die " isn’t it fun ” prin- 
ciple. 

In its efforts to be en cor mining, 
the film also avoids giving proper 
guidance about dental care. . All 
That teenagers are told is to visit 
the dentist regularly and to use 
fluoride toothpaste. No details are 
given about trie correct method of 
brushing teeth or the best type of 
toothbrush to use and little is said 
about diet arid eqtlng habits. ■' 

The commentary might have sug- 
gested possible alternatives to 
sweets, aucli as puts aud apples, 
The fact that the film was spon- 
sored by the Cocoa, Chocolate and 
Confectionary Alliance probably 
did not encourage the director to 
be as positive dn these points as 
he mighf have been. ‘
